CONTINUING CUSTOMERS 


Some landscape nurserymen have 
built lucrative businesses on repeat 
orders from satisfied customers and 
on orders received from others on 
the recommendation of these cus- 
tomers. A large part of their sales 
volume is thus accounted for; some 
of these landscape nurserymen say 
all of their sales volume is so derived. 

Not only is it strange that other 
men in the same line of business have 
not followed this successful formula: 
it is remarkable that other business- 
men should pay so much attention to 
obtaining new customers and so little 
to giving such satisfaction and atten- 
tion that they might be sure of re- 
taining their old ones. 

There is much talk about how an 
enterprise may replace the 10 or 20 
per cent of those on the customers’ 
list who die or move away. But sel- 
dom does one hear discussion—ex- 
cept in regard to cash-and-carry 
stores—as to how one might increase 
the sales volume by 10 or 20 per cent 
or more through expanding the pa- 
tronage of continuing customers. 

As a matter of fact, in too many 
places, the old customers are taken 
for granted or even neglected. They 
are supposed to be satisfied unless 
they complain. Their reorders are 
booked with a casual thank you. 
Their patronage earns them no par- 
ticular attention, though a mere 
prospect on the next street is made 
the recipient of much time and per- 
haps many favors. 

lhe reader of these lines will agree 
that such procedure is shortsighted 
and even wrong, but he will carry on 
in the same old way by force of habit. 
How difficult it is to teach employees 
to treat an old customer’s order with 
the same acclaim that greets a new 
client! 

Much lip service is paid to the 
value of a satisfied customer. But 
how much effort is made to ascertain 
if he is satisfied, as does the landscape 
nurseryman who calls back, as he 
says, on a client? Whether we do 
business on the customer’s premises, 
in a store or salesyard, in an office 
or by mail, we should occasionally 
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the customer 
and be sure he is satisfied from his 
point of view as well as from ours. 
Emphasis might be profitably shifted 
in many organizations from ferreting

out new prospects to encouraging 
greater patronage from continuing 
customers. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


In recent years corporations, large 
and small, have come to contribute 
scholarships, awards and other forms 
of endowments in order to sponsor 
general research or that directed to 
their own interest, or to further edu- 
cation and training in their respec- 
tive fields in colleges and 
universities. 

The day of wealthy private in- 
dividuals’ making large philanthropic 
contributions to educational institu- 
tions is largely past, as a result of the 
limitations on large fortunes by the 
federal income and inheritance taxes. 
Hence those institutions turn to thei 
alumni for smaller donations and to 
corporations for contributions 
above mentioned.

The practice has extended to the 
nursery field, though up to this time 
state and national associations are 
believed to be the donors of more 
scholarships than private individuals 
or corporations. In either case the 
reasons are the same, to aid in de- 
fraying the educational expense of 
promising students, to assist in the 
postgraduate training of capable re- 
search prospects and to attract to 
the nursery industry young men of 
the caliber so much needed at this 
time. 

Coupled with these purposes is the 
attention drawn to the contributing 
association, corporation or individual 
and the satisfaction of the donor in 
furthering education in general and 


that which will advance this in- 
dustry in particular. 
Incidental is the fact that such 


benefactions are deductible as a busi- 
ness expense in the case of the corpo- 
ration or as a charitable contribution 
in the case of the individual. 

Such scholarships and other en- 
dowments by nurserymen will foster 
the development of courses and re- 
search benefiting this industry at our 
state colleges and similar institutions, 
especially where instruction in this 
division of horticulture lags. Dis- 
cussion with a member of the staff at 
such a college will enlighten any 
nurseryman on the possibilities. 

In a period of special prosperity 


like the present, this suggestion may 
interest individuals in the industry 
who have fared exceptionally well 
and also those corporations which 
have a large stake in the present and 
future. 


SUPPLY AND PRICES 

In view of the heavy demand for 
nursery stock because of the hom 
building boom and because of local 
shortages caused by untimely freezes 
and other inclemencies of the weath- 
er, reports of sagging prices from 
some parts of the country may be 
hard to understand. 

Of course, in this big country of 
ours, there are places where there 
has been no home building boom, 
there are places where the weather 
has favored nursery production and 
garden survival and there are places 
where some items of stock are actual- 
ly in oversupply. Where all three 
occur in a locality, there is a prob- 
lem of supply and demand. 

Yet from the areas where some 
complain about low prices there also 
come reports of successful enter- 
prises expanding at profitable prices 
Hearing such reports, one sometimes 
wonders whether low prices at this 
time are due to the individual nurs- 
eryman’s state of mind. How a wave 
of competitive price cutting can up- 
set conditions in a community is well 
known. Are some of the low prices 
due to the individual nurseryman’s 
cutting his prices, or at any rate not 
advancing them in line with costs, 
without the incentive of competi- 
tion? 

One cannot generalize too broad- 
ly in this matter, because there are 
factors of individual management, 
good or poor, wise or unwise, as well 
as local conditions, to be taken into 
account. 

By and large, there never was a 
time when the public was so eager to 
buy nursery stock. While misfor- 
tunes may strike some, the level- 
headed, hard-working nurseryman 
with confidence in his wares and his 
calling should find a profitable fu- 
ture before him.

The store is of buff firebrick, red- 
wood and cinder brick. Along the 
approaches there are outdoor beds 
containing evergreens, shrubs, peren- 
nials and annuals in season and small 
trees. Since the firm’s stores cater to 
the retail trade, all plants are of 
smaller sizes and can be taken home 
in a buyer’s car. Larger plants can 
be procured from the landscape divi- 
sion of the company. 


Covered Approaches 


The approaches to the store are 
covered by redwood-trimmed roofs 
which are supported by V-shaped

struts set in concrete. The redwood 
is complemented by orange enamel 
which has been applied to all of the 
structural metal. Seen through the 
large glass expanses of the building,

The gondola, or island type of 
counter is used throughout. These 
are free-standing counters, which 


may be moved around as desired to 
create different display effects. There 
are 96 feet of the gondola-type count- 
ers and 90 feet of wall counters. All 
wall counters have an unusual treat- 
ment with the use of expanded metal 
and are six feet high for easy access 
to merchandise and displays.

Butterfly Roof Design 


The second recent garden sho 
addition, opened last fall, is at 10925 
Hamilton avenue, bevond Mount 
Healthy. The building, shown her 
presents a striking appearance be- 
cause of the “butterfly” roof con- 
struction. A pleasant combinatior 
of buff brick and redwood is accent 
ed by orange exposed structura 
beams on the outside: and the colo 
combination is carried inside th 
building with more redwood and 
orange open-web steel joists for sup 
ports. 

The main display room is of ar 
unusual design. The roof rises fron 
a normal roof height at the entran« 
to over 20 feet at the far end of the 
store, thus forming one half of th 
“butterfly” scheme.

Blue ‘Spruce

This article could be headed also 
“A ftorm of the Colorado spruce 
which 1s easily grown from cuttings.” 
[That is a fact which is unusual 
enough, since the spruce 
itself is notorious for producing, per- 
sistently and in spite of expert treat- 
ment, such a low percentage of root- 
ine in its cuttings that the effort 
simply is not worthwhile. However, 
such a heading would be unfair to 
the subject under discussion, which, 
in addition, is an exceptionally hand- 
some dwarf plant of great ornamen-

tal value. 

The Montgomery spruce originat- 
ed as a chance seedling in the East- 
ern Nurseries, and the single ex- 
isting plant of it was purchased 
by Col. R. H. Montgomery for his 
pinetum at Coscob, Conn. I saw it 
there for the first time in 1934 and 
was much impressed by its sym- 
metrical shape and its ornamental 
yossibilities. It is grayish-blue in 
color. In the late fall of 1938 we ob- 
tained cuttings of this plant, about 
half of which, to our surprise, rooted 
readily and developed into equally 
symmetrical dwarf plants without 
any help through staking or pruning 


When in 1948 Colonel Montgom- 
ery donated his conifer collection to 
the New York Botanical Garden 
and its most valuable plants were 
transferred to the Bronx, I 
asked to verify their naming, so that 
they might all be properly labeled 
At that time I again encountered the 
original plant of this interesting and 
handsome form, and I proposed to 
name it. Prof. A. Rehder, of the 
Arnold Arboretum, whom I consult- 
ed, agreed with me that it was defi- 
nitely and clearly distinct from all 
other known dwarf forms of the 
Colorado spruce and that it deserved 
a name. Therefore, it was duly de- 
scribed in the May, 1949, issue of 
the Journal of the New York Bo- 
tanical Garden and named 
Picea pungens glauca clone Mont- 
gomery in honor of the man respon- 
sible for its preservation.

Propagating Tests 
Since then have carried out 
systematic trials in order to establish 


the most efficacious procedure for 


we 


growing this spruce from cuttings, 


and we found first of all that the 
best results were obtained in pure, 
medium-fine, slightly acid sand 


which was kept only moderately 


moist. Any addition of peat 
lowered the rooting percentage and, 
with us at least, even resulted in 
losses. The needles at the base of the 
cutting must not be removed, 
wounding of the cuttings in addition 
to the sharp cut at the base is harm- 
ful rather than helpful. Furthermore, 
been unable to find

we have so far 
any rooting hormone which is at all 
helpful. On the contrary, all the 
root hormone preparations we have 
tried, no matter in what strength 
they were applied, seemed to cause 
injury, and a large number of the 
cuttings perished. Mist treatment, 
either constant or interrupted, also 
gave poor results as compared with 
using moderately moist, medium-fine 
sand without overhead spray. 

To avoid misunderstanding, it 
may be stated here that I have no 
intention whatsoever to cast doubt 
on the efficacy of the foregoing 
propagation aids, which we have em- 
ployed with excellent results in the 
rooting of cuttings of a large variety 
of other woody plants. Only many 
conifers, and especially the dwarf 
spruces, refuse to respond to them 
with us as expected 

As to the time of year at 
which to take cuttings of the Mont-

gomery spruce, we found that at the 
end of June, when the young shoots 
are well formed but are not yet fully 
hardened, it was easy to obtain be- 
tween 60 and 75 per cent rooting 
This seemed satisfactory. At that 
time, the cuttings were simply in- 
serted in moderately moist sand in 
a coldframe without bottom heat and

The Storage of Rooted Cuttings 


A number of nursery crops, both 
woody and herbaceous, are propa- 
gated under glass during the late fall 
and winter months to be planted 
outdoors in beds or lined out in the 
field in early spring. Many of these 
ornamentals may be well rooted 
weeks or months before weather con- 
ditions are satisfactory for planting. 
In some instances the rooted cuttings 
are left in the propagation bed until 
planting time, thereby preventing a 
profitable reuse of the area. In other 
instances the rooted cuttings are re- 
moved from the progagation bed and 
are either potted or flatted. This 
latter procedure is a costly operation 
and requires a larger area for the 
potted plants than the space required 
in the propagation bed. 

The tests at Cornell were designed 
to determine whether or not rooted 
cuttings could be stored at a con- 
trolled temperature for an extended 
period of time, and if so, whether 
or not cuttings would produce plants 
of comparable quality to those pro- 
duced from cuttings handled in the 
usual manner, that is, removed from 
the bench and either potted or flat- 
ted. 

Rooted cuttings of a semiwoody 
perennial, Teucrium chamaedrys, 
and four narrow-leaved evergreens, 
Taxus cuspidata, Juniperus com- 
munis hibernica, Thuja occidentalis 
pyramidalis and Thuja occidentalis 
globosa, were used in the study and 
were either obtained from com- 
mercial nurseries or rooted in the 
greenhouses at Cornell University. 

In Polyethylene Bags 

The teucrium cuttings were stored 
at 31 and 34 degrees Fahrenheit, 
while the narrow-leaved evergreens 
were stored at 31, 35 and 39 de-

The accompanying report concerns 
a project on low-temperature storage 
of rooted cuttings of nursery crops 
carried on by the department of flori- 
culture and ornamental horticulture 
of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
under the direction of Dr. William 
E. Snyder, professor of plant propa- 
gation, now head of the department 
of horticulture at Rutgers Univer- 
sity, New Brunswick, N. ]., assisted 
by Charles Hess, Gardening Council 
fellow at Cornell, and Donald K. 
Vanderbrook, research associate, the 
Gardening Council. 





grees F. The stored cuttings were 
placed in polyethylene bags, which 
were closed tightly with rubber 
bands. 

The roots of some groups of cut- 
tings were packed with moistened 
sphagnum, peat moss or vermiculite, 
but some groups were stored with- 
out a root packing, that is, bare root. 
One group of cuttings of each va- 
riety was potted and carried in a 
moderately cool greenhouse for com- 
parison of field survival and growth 
performance with the stored cut- 
tings. 

The results obtained have demon- 
strated that rooted cuttings can be 
satisfactorily stored for extended 
periods of time at low temperatures. 
Rooted cuttings of teucrium, stored 
for periods up to 167 days at 34 
degrees F., and of the four varieties 
of narrow-leaved evergreens, stored 
for 139 days at 39 degrees F., pro- 
duced plants which were comparable 
in size to the plants handled accord- 
ing to established nursery practices. 
Storage of teucrium at 31 and 35 
degrees F. was unsatisfactory. 

Survival of the stored cuttings at 
the end of one growing season was 
equal to that of the control lot, as 
shown in the accompanying table. 
With all plants tested, storage of the 
cuttings without a root packing 
medium was equal to that of the 
cuttings stored with moistened sphag-

num, peat moss or vermiculite around 
the roots. 

Although considerable more test- 
ing is necessary, low temperature 
storage of rooted cuttings of nursery 
crops indicates possibilities for low 
cost and efficient handling of rooted 
cuttings until planting time and for 
a more economical use of greenhous 
space. 

In conjunction with the work done 
at Cornell, the Gardening Council 
conducted tests on a commercial 
scale with Teucrium chamaedrys. 

Teucrium cuttings were taken in 
late fall and rooted in sand in the 
greenhouse. The cuttings rooted 
readily and were ready to be taken 
from the bench in mid-January. Un- 
fortunately, in few parts of the 
country can these cuttings be plant- 
ed directly in the field at that time 

For storage of the cuttings for 
spring planting, an 8x60-foot win- 
dow sash greenhouse was construc- 
ted. The temperature was held just 
above freezing. The cuttings wer 
kept in this semidormant condition 
until the end of March or earl 
April, when they were planted in the 
field. 

When the need for additional 
greenhouse space was apparent, it 
was decided to turn to plastics in- 
stead, for previous experience with 
that material gave the idea that it 
might be possible to use it to 
store rooted cuttings. Therefore in 
mid-January, 1954, about 25 per 
cent of the rooted cuttings of teu- 
crium were stored in bundles of 100 
in sheets of polyethylene 15x15 inches 
rolled and held with a rubber band 
Since then polyethylene pouches 
have been used successfully for the 
same purpose. 

The stored cuttings were planted 
in the greenhouse, that is, the last 
week of March. Those stored in the 
polyethylene did not appear to be 
so hardened off as those from the 
sash greenhouse, and new growth and 
side shoots started sooner. At the 
end of the season, growth was com- 
parable in both groups, and it would 
have been impossible to distinguish 
between the two groups had they 
not been marked. 

Because of the encouraging results 
obtained the first year, 75 per cent 
of the teucrium cuttings were stored 
in the polyethylene the second year 
There was some injury on the rooted

Chapter 11. Pricing and Labeling of Nursery Stock 


By John J. Pinney 


To continue the illustration: Sup- 
pose the selling price were set at $3 
instead of $2. Then the difference 
between cost and selling price is $2. 
Dividing this figure by the selling 
price of $3 we get a figure of 6624 
per cent. When the selling price is 
four times the cost, the markup is 
only 75 per cent. When we figure 
markup in this manner, a 100 pet 
cent markup is an impossibility. 


There is no satisfactory formula 
that can be followed in the pricing of 
nursery stock. Except for patented 
plants, the prices of which are set by 
the patent owner, retail prices of 
nursery stock are not even suggested 
by wholesale nurserymen. The _ re- 
tailer is left to his own devices in 
arriving at the proper selling price. 
More often than not, if he is a be- 
ginner in the business, he will set 
his prices too low rather than too 
high. Pricing too low is one of the 
most errors that a garden 
shop operator can make. 


When the garden shop operator 
realizes that the percentage of mark- 
up advances slowly as compared to 
the increase in selling price, he is 
more likely to set his retail prices at 
the proper level. Operators who buy 
all of their nursery stock have an 
advantage in determining the selling 
price because they know exactly what 
the stock costs them. Those who grow 
their own stock cannot be so sure 
because they do not know exactly 
what it costs them to produce the 
stock. Cost accounting in the nurs- 
ery business has not yet advanced to 
that stage. Furthermore, the assump- 
tion that it costs less to grow the 
stock than to buy it is not always well 
founded. 


serious 


Markup Problems 


Many nurserymen do not have a 
proper understanding of the mean- 
ing of markup. If they buy a plant 
for $1 and sell it for $2 they say to 
themselves they marked it up 100 
per cent because they have doubled 
the cost. Most merchants, however, 
know that there is no such thing 
as 100 per cent markup. Markup, 
as almost universally practiced by 
merchants, is figured on the selling 
price rather than the cost price. The 
markup is determined by dividing the 
difference between the cost and the 
selling price by the selling price. By 
way of illustration: If a plant costs 
$1 and is sold for $2, the difference 
between the cost and selling price 
is $1. Divide this figure by the selling 
price of $2 and the answer is 50 
cents, 50 per cent markup. 


Cost Factors 


But some basis of cost, estimated or 
known, must be used as a starting 
point in setting retail prices. Keep- 
ing that figure in mind, the garden 
shop operator should then add to it 
all of the other known costs involved 
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Labeling each evergreen with the name and price is the practice followed at the 
Siebenthaler garden center, Dayton, O. Note how the larger trees are placed in the 
background, bringing more trees into view at one time. 
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At the Cloverset Farms, Kansas City, 
Mo., the different varieties of potted roses 
are easily located and identified with the 
aid of signs placed on high standards 
Each plant also bears a label 


in getting the plants into the cus- 
tomers’ hands and the money into 
his cash register. Some of these are 
transportation and packing charges 
on stock purchased, rent, taxes, in- 
surance, utilities, advertising and pro- 
motion, office expenses, salaries and 
commissions, cost of replacement of 
stock if guaranteed and losses from 
stock dying or left on hand at the 
end of the season. All these and any 
others must be paid for out of the 
difference between the wholesale cost 
and the selling price. 

Perhaps the most important items 
in the list of overhead costs, the ones 
deserving most attention, are ad- 
vertising and promotion. Without 
these it would be difficult for one to 
build his business. Demand 
only after desire has been created by 
intelligent advertising and other le- 
gitimate means of promotion. When 


comes 


desire is strong enough, price becomes 
a secondary consideration. 

The manufacturers of garden sup- 
plies are well aware of this principle 
and are cashing in on it in a big 
way. A customer who might object 
to paying $10 for an evergreen will 
have no hesitancy in paying $50 for 
electric shears to trim the $10 ever- 
green two or three times a year. 
The manufacturer of shears has done 
such an effective job of advertising 
that the customer feels that he

cannot get along without them. The 
shears have been priced high enough 
to finance that kind of advertising 
and insure the manufacturer a good 
profit as well. The garden shop op- 
erator should be sure his prices are 
high enough to finance a vigorous 
campaign of advertising and promo- 
tion. 

The garden shop operator, because 
his merchandise is perishable, as- 
sumes more risks than one who sells 
durable goods and is, therefore, en- 
titled to a higher markup. Further- 
more, because his turnover is slow, 
he must have a higher markup in 
order to earn a reasonable return on 
his capital investment. 


Markups Vary with Stock 


An ideal way to figure markup 
would be to use the same percentage 
on all kinds of nursery stock. Un- 
fortunately, that is not practical. One 
nurseryman who is running several 
garden centers successfully marks up 
balled and burlapped stock and con- 
tainer-grown plants 662 per cent. 
Deciduous stock is marked up 75 
per cent, while the so-called dry 
lines, such as fertilizers, insecticides, 
peat moss, etc., are marked up 40 
per cent. 

A shrub that costs 50 cents could 
readily retail for $2, a markup of 
75 per cent, but an evergreen that 
costs $10 might not be marketable at 
$40. A lower markup on higher- 
priced items is justified because the 
dollar profit is so much greater per 
unit. This is true of all kinds of 
merchandise. A bolt costing 2 cents 
might retail for a nickel, but an 
automobile for which the dealer pays 
$2,000 would scarcely sell for two 
and one-half times that much. 


[he markup on nonperishable mer- 
chandise is easier to figure than on 
nursery stock. Oftentimes the manu- 
facturer sets the retail price and 
then arrives at the wholesale price 
by giving a discount or series of dis- 
counts from the retail price. If that 
method of pricing is not followed, the 
manufacturers sometimes suggest the 
proper retail price. It has already 
been pointed out that nonperishable 
merchandise usually takes a lower 
markup than nursery stock. 


Markup Must Yield Profit 


Naturally, when one is pricing his 
merchandise he has in mind _ the 
prices of his competitors; the tempta- 
tion is to try to be completely com- 
petitive. If the price that one de- 
cides upon happens to be higher than 
that of his competitor it does not fol- 
low that the lower price is the proper 
one. It may be that it is too low to 
be profitable. It is true, of course, 
one cannot entirely ignore his com- 
petitors, but if one will stick to quality 
merchandise, price it intelligently and 
advertise it consistently he need not 
be much concerned about his com- 
petitors. 

If you are new in this business and 
you lack confidence in your ability to 
price nursery stock, you probably can 
get help from your wholesale sources. 
Wholesale nurserymen are well in- 
formed on price structures. They 
know pretty well how their customers 
price their nursery stock and which 
ones are the most successful mer- 
chants. By drawing on this knowl- 
edge they can offer helpful sugges- 
tions. 

Another practical way of learning 
how to figure prices is to visit estab- 
lished garden centers with a success-

Labeling Practices 

lo the extent that it is practical 
every tree, shrub and plant shouk 
be labeled clearly with the name an 
price.

Many different kinds of labels ar 
available for marking nursery stock 
are wood, some of 
paper and still others of metal. The 
kind of label used is. not important if 
the name and price can be writter 
on it clearly. Labels exposed 
weather should be written on 
weatherproof marking pencils. La- 
bels fastened with wire should be at 
tached loosely branches o 
twigs to prevent their falling. If suet 
labels are not removed by the 
tomers and if the wires are twistec 
tightly around the stems or branches 
they are likely to cause serious dam- 
age by girdling. Potted plants car 
be labeled with pot labels made « 
wood with pointed ends for thrusting 
into the soil of the pots. Try to plac 
the labels on the plants where they 
can be easily read by the customers 

Sometimes it is not practical 
label every plant. In 
plants of the same variety and siz 
should be grouped together in the 
same bin or bed, with the name and 
price cards displayed on each bin o 
bed. Sometimes the names and pric- 
es are mounted on standards place 
in the beds. These are more easil 
seen and read than those that ar 
placed so low one has to bend dow! 
to read them. 

Give your customers all the infor- 
mation you can about your plants 
Conifers and_ broad-leaved _ ever- 
greens are in full dress at all times, 
so one can tell pretty well how they 
wili appear in his garden, but the 
customer may not know how to us 
them or how big they will grow 
Dormant deciduous plants need all 
the help they can get to rouse the 
customer’s interest.

St. James, N. Y. Mrs. Meserve’s col- 
ection of hollies is considered to be 
me of the finest private accumula- 
tions in the eastern United States. 
[he group inspected the greenhouses 
and testing ground and observed the 
xperiments being conducted by 
Mrs. Meserve. 

Of special interest field 
planting of 5,000 English holly seed- 
lings planted four and five years ago 
No special treatments were given the 
plants. As would be expected, the 
young trees exhibited an exception- 
ily wide range of variation in 
growth habits and in size, shape and 
olor of the foliage. Some plants 
vere up to five and one-half feet tall; 
thers appeared to be dwarf in char- 
ter. None of the plants were old 
nough to flower, so their sex was 
indeterminable. Unfortunately, 
space limitations will not permit Mrs. 
Meserve to continue her 
studies much longer, and all but 200 
of the most promising trees must be 
rogued out. 

A hardiness study by Mrs. Mes- 
erve consists of rows of hollies that 
are planted on a slope. Wheneve

Professor Chiang Yee, artist and 
lecturer, who lived in China for 30 
years and resided in Britain for 20 
years, is now adjunct professor of 
Chinese at Columbia University. 
Professor Chiang Yee, in his opening 
remarks, recalled that forsythia was 
originally a Chinese flower. The Chi- 
nese name for forsythia, the professor 
related, means “the flower of wel- 
come to spring.” Branches of willow 
and forsythia are hung on the door- 
ways in China on the first day of 
spring, much as Americans hang 
holly and evergreens at Christmas. 


Flowers and gardens have been the 
favorite subjects of Chinese artists 
for centuries. A

from the 11th century on were used 
to illustrate the professor’s talk. One, 
of special interest, showed a wall in

a Chinese garden with a vase-shaped 

gate or passageway. Shrubs and flow- 

ers in the garden viewed through the 

opening resembled the paintings 

found on the decorated porcelain 

vases so typical of Chinese art 
Chinese Gardens 

A Chinese garden of trees, shrubs. 
flowers, rocks and ponds is so care- 
fully planned, the professor contin- 
ued, that everything appears as in 
nature, without the artificial help of 
man. The purpose of a Chinese gar- 
den is to bring nature close to man 
and to serve as a constant reminder 
of the necessity of close harmony be- 
tween nature and man. 

The first important feature in 
planning a Chinese garden is the 
proper arangement of ornamental 
rocks. These, Professor Chiang Yee 
stated, are regarded by the Chinese 
as the skeleton of the earth. Trees 
and shrubs are then planted close to 
these stones and rocks exactly as they 
would occur or be found in nature 
Rocks are carefully selected for their 
artistic qualities, so that the Chinese 
garden planner is most often an 
artist. 

The next important feature of a 
Chinese garden is its surprises. One 
cannot see everything from a single 
spot in the garden. Straight lines 
are purposely avoided or are broken 
up by trees or rocks. Different as- 
pects are seen from different spots. 
Planned in this fashion, Professo

Underground Sprinkler Systems 


The trend toward outdoor living 
is offering the alert nursery opera- 
tor new opportunities. One of the 
most important developments in the 
American homeowner’s preparations 
for outdoor living is the extension of 


home water systems to cover all 
grass, flower and shrub areas. 
Until a few years ago, under- 


ground lawn sprinkler systems were 
constructed of metal. Sales and in- 
stallation profits were considered 
the province of plumbers. However, 
the introduction of plastic and rubber

sprinkling systems has changed the 
whole picture. The cost of an under- 
ground sprinkler system is no longer 
prohibitive. Middle and lower in- 
come families are finding it possible 
now to have such a sprinkler system. 
All-Rubber System 

Two years ago the first and still 
the only all-rubber underground 
sprinkling system was placed on the 
national market by the Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, O. Three 
years of extensive testing and limited 
marketing operations in moderate 
climate areas, such as California, 
Arizona and Florida, proved the rub- 
ber product had advantages over 
traditional metal sprinkling systems. 

Any pattern can be laid out. Rub- 
ber pipe is flexible enough so that 
it can be run around trees and curved

around bends, eliminating the need! 
for sharp angles and tedious cutting 
and fitting of metal pipe. Rubber 
sprinkler heads are safe for children 
and will not damage lawn mowers. 

Nurserymen, with their knowledge 
of lawn and flower care, can have a 
profitable side line of underground 
sprinkler sales and installation with a 
minimum of preparation and over- 
head cost. From the labor standpoint, 
all the installer has to do is be able 
to follow a graph plan and be adept 
with a knife, steel wool, adhesive and 
a spade. 

Storage of parts for the all-rubbe1 
sprinkling system should take a mini- 
mum of space. Because of flexibility, 
a great deal of rubber pipe can be 
stored in a small area. Kept in rolls, 
the pipe can be stacked on the floor 
and hung on wall pegs. Rubber 


sprinkler heads are small enough for 
a large number to be kept in bins. 
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Installing an all-rubber sprinkling 
system requires less skill than mos 
landscaping projects. It takes plan. 
ning, patience and from one-half da 
to several days, depending on th 
size of the lawn area to be covered 
Such a system can be installed quick. 
ly and easily without damage | 
lawns. 


Rubber Qualities 


Rubber pipe will not burst fron 
freezing, and it is flexible. Sever 
winter tests have proved the all-rut 
ber system is not harmed by alternat 
freezing and thawing. The only pai 
that needs to be drained is the met; 
plumbing at the water source. Wat 
freezes and expands in rubber pip:

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Grevillea Robusta 


Many florists and nurserymen 
know the silk oak, Grevillea robusta, 
as a foliage and pot plant grown for 
interior decoration and for conserva- 
tories. The name “silk oak” describes 
the silky appearance of the leaves 
and oaklike grain of quartered wood. 
It is also known as Australian silk 
oak, since it is a native of Australia 
and the New Caledonia region. Al- 
though the tree is temporarily sur- 
viving as far north as Gainesville. 
Fla., it is adapted to central and 
southern Florida. It is used more in 
the central section than in the ex- 
treme southern area. It is rapid 
growing, sturdy and striking in ap- 
pearance for its fernlike, whitish to 
brownish-green foliage and upright 
to columnar habit of growth. It is a 
broad-leaved evergreen growing to 
a height of over 100 feet. 

One of the most striking features 
of the plant is its racemes of yellow 
or orange and brown, comblike, 1- 
sided flowers. The bisexual flowers 
are prominent for several weeks dur- 
ing April and May and the long fili- 
form styles are quite showy. Thi 
flowers are attractive to bees. The 
seeds are borne in leathery follicles 
The most common method of propa- 
gation is by seeds. 

Grevillea robusta well in 
any soil type and is especially well 
adapted to the well-drained soils of 
the high ridges. It is subject to wind 
damage and is easily uprooted and 
therefore is often damaged during 
hurricanes. The wood has a beauti- 
ful, lustrous grain and is much prized 
by woodworkers. 

The silk oak is widely used as a 
street and roadside tree, specimen 
tree, patio subject and in situations 
requiring a drought-resistant  tre¢ 
Its fine texture and gray or brown- 
ish-green color make it particularly 
useful as a contrasting tree for group 
plantings of coarse-textured or dens 
trees. These same characteristics ar 
also desirable in foreground trees for 
open or light-textured dwellings

The homeowner, landscape archi- 
tect or nurseryman is interested in 
several items concerning turf grasses. 
These items include seed cost per 
unit area; planting care—timing 
during the year of mulch, fertilizer 
and watering needs; growth charac- 
ter—ease of cutting, uniformity and 
spread; tolerance to adversity—to 
drought, winter, wear and disease, 
and formation of a uniform, dense 
lawn cover. 

Anywhere one looks there is a wide 
range in the levels of lawn main- 
tenance. This is an expression of in- 
terest, enthusiasm and information. 
The various levels of maintenance 
considerations on lawns are listed be- 
low, from the lowest to the best: 

D. Mow. 

C. Seed, water, mow. 

B. Fertilize, water, mow. 

A. Grubs, weeds, diseases, crab 
grass, fertilize, water, mow. 

A+. Use of special grasses, plus 
all in A. 

This discussion on the lawn is at 


the A+ level concerning special 
grasses. 
As one who has worked with 


Merion bluegrass since 1948, I feel an 
appraisal of its strong and weak 
points can be factual and concrete. 
We in turf are 25 years behind the 
wheat and oats people. We are still 
using the same varieties and materials 
in use years ago. We are just be- 
ginning to utilize the concept of 
genetics, the techniques of plant 
breeding, which has been so instru- 
mental in crop improvement in other 
fields. This program offers tremen- 
dous possibilities, particularly in the 
area of disease resistance. 

In the past five years there has 
been increased activity in testing 
new bluegrass selections and_ test 
plants. From such tests you could be 
swamped with new kinds, but we all! 
hope that the next bluegrass released 
will be widely tested so that its 
superior turf grass points, as well as 
its weaknesses, are determined, thus 
making promotion and production 
faster and easier. 

The following points are some of 
the do’s and don’t’s of Merion cul- 
ture. It should have no competition 
while in the seedling stage. Its slow

growth, as slow as any grass used, 
makes it the underdog in mixtures. 
Merion needs heavy applications of 
nitrogen at the rate of two pounds 
to 1,000 square feet mixed into the 
seedbed and an additional appli- 
cation of one pound to 1,000 square 
feet four times a year as a main- 
tenance program to keep ampk 
growth and a dense cover. Apply 
nitrogen twice in fall, early Septem- 
ber and early October; in early May 
after the lushness of growth, and in 
early July. Mowing height should be 
about one inch. For the best lawn, 
aerification is a desirable luxury. 
Merion does best in open, sunny and 
well-drained locations, but irigation 
is useful to keep it growing. 


Throwing seeds over an old lawn 
usually turns out to be just wasted 


effort. The old grass, hard ground, 
dryness and competition of weeds 
and grass either shade out, dry out 
or starve out the seedling so that it 
fails to survive and make an estab- 
lished plant, which can go dormant 
and then regrow. Lawn owners are 


“reluctant to destroy the old turf and 


so wish to introduce Merion. To 
accomplish this, here are some prin- 
ciples. 


Rebuilding Turf 


41. Give the seedlings room to 
crow. Cut the old turf as short as 
possible; sweep off all clippings and 
matted grass. Keep it short, about 
one and one-half inches, until seed- 
lings are up to mower height; then 
raise mower.

freezing kills leaf tips (by Thanks- 
giving in Indiana). Growth is slow 
in cold, wet spring periods and in 
cool, shady areas. It greens up in 
spring as the leaves grow (by Easte1 
in Indiana). Zoysia is favored by hot 
days and warm nights, regular nitro- 
gen fertilization, close cutting (one- 
half inch) and regular mowing. 


Planting Dates 


Either Mever or Emerald zovysia 
can be planted as plugs from March 
! to October 1 in Indiana and as 
sprigs from April 1 to September 
12 in Indiana. Two favorable times 
are, in spring, about April 1, just 
as the plant is beginning to grow, 
and in early fall, near Labor day, in 
time to get it established and ready 
for rapid spreading the following 
season. It can be planted at any time 
provided it does not dry into hay 
either due to freezing and thawing in 
winter or drying in summer. 

Zoysia has an advantage in that 
it grows well during the season of 
most turf use, forms a dense mat and 
can be cut closely. Its runners grow 
under and through other vegetation, 
and the turf when dormant is still 
dense and pliable. It is tolerant of 
chemicals, which allows weedy 
grasses to be treated. The parallel 
leaf structure makes zoysia drought 
tolerant, and to date it is disease 
resistant, a desirable characteristic 
Unlike Bermuda, it does not become 
a pest in lawns, responds to warm 
weather and heavy fertilization and 
is winter hardy throughout the mid- 
west. Some of the locations where it 
is adapted are where summer us 
is most important and in open sunny 
areas, south and west slopes, near th 
south and west sides of buildings 
and on aprons around putting greens 
It is adapted to a wide variety of 
soils when fertilized and mowed 


Handling Problems 


In the merchandising of zoysia 
much remains to be accomplished 
Certainly the small plugs shipped 
great distances through the mail may 
suffer damage.

INCOME TAX RETURNS 

The April 15 issue of the American 
Nurseryman contained a report of 
the Amling-DeVor Nurseries — vs. 
United States income tax decision as 
quoted in a_ recent  newslette1 
of the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen. The succeeding issue of the 
newsletter has the following to say 
about the case: 

“A decision in the U. S. District 
court, northern district of California, 
southern division: Amling-DeVor 
Nurseries vs. U. S. would seem to be 
inconsistent with the decision in the 
Stokes case that received so much 
attention and aroused so much con- 
cern in 1954. (See N.L. No. 438, 
+42.) The rules and regulations un- 
der the amended tax law effective 
January 1, 1955, have not yet been 
released by the bureau of internal 
revenue service. 

“In N. L. No. 422 it was advised 
that nurserymen continue to ‘ex- 
pense’ and not ‘capitalize’ young 
stock purchased for growing to larg- 
er salable sizes. 

“The nursery in Amling-DeVor 
vs. U. S. inventoried growing crops 
in an unmarketable stage, which is a 
practice forbidden by Treasury rul- 
ing (I. T. 1368 - 1922.) In 1951, the 
nursery decided that this method was 
improper and so filed amended re- 
turns charging off the costs of grow- 
ing crops in its rotation, as of the 
year in which they were incurred. 
Claims for refunds were made and 
denied by the bureau. Court action 
resulted. The court held that the 
nursery actually did use an account- 
ing method ‘specifically forbidden by 
Treasury Ruling,’ and that the 
‘plaintiff was entitled to file amend- 
ed return, in which production costs 
were charged off in the year in which 
they were incurred.’ 

“We will have to wait and see if 
this new case is appealed by the gov- 
ernment. We must also wait to see 
what the rules and regulations may 
have to say about the situation when 
they are eventually issued.” 


CLYDE DEAL, Whit-Acre Farm, 
Southampton, N. Y., is starting a 
nursery, specializing in trees and 
shrubs. 

FLOWERING crab apple trees 
were offered for sale at cost, $1.65 
each, by 15 Louisville, Ky., nurseries 
during 10 days at the beginning of 
March. The sale followed up a simi- 
lar one held a year ago, when a 
varied selection of seedling trees was 
offered for $1 each. The project was 
intended to stimulate public interest 
in planting.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


. By E. Sam Hemming 





SHORE LINE BANKS 


The landscape treatment of shore 
line banks is not a problem that 
would bother a large proportion of 
the nurserymen in the country, but 
it is a vital problem in the Chesa- 
peake bay area and would be also in 
any other coast line area with a 
similar situation. 

In my section of Maryland it is 
quite a problem and has become 
more so since the recent frequent 
hurricanes. A severe hurricane or 
even a strong northeaster can wash 
many valuable acres of shore line 
property into the water. For a water- 
front home it can materially affect 
the landscape. In addition to the 
problem of shore line erosion there 
is the simple problem of attractively 
landscaping the bank. 

Some of the problem is necessarily 
strictly one of engineering and must 
be solved by the construction of 
groins or jetties and by sea walls. 
Wherever there are sea walls, it is 
important to slope the bank down 
to the wall as gradually as possible, 
preferably at less than a 45-degree 
angle. Whenever marsh grass_ is 
present it is wise to encourage its 
growth. While the grass may spoil 
somewhat a sandy beach, it is less 
objectionable than losing shore line. 


Ground Cover 


The slope, of course, must be kept 
covered with vegetation. Sod o1 
grass is one of the best covers, but is 
sometimes difficult to establish. Sod- 
ding is a good quick method of get- 
ting turf established because one 
heavy rain or storm can undo a bank 
quickly. If grass seed is sown on a 
bank, it is almost necessary that the 
surface be covered with wide-mesh 
burlap or at least that boards be 
placed at intervals down the bank. 
Usually the shore line soil is rather 
poor and is also subject to spray with 
some salt content, so that poorer 
grades of grass, even wire grass, are 
best used. 

In other cases the banks, while 
rough in appearance, are grown up 
with a natural tree and shrub 
growth. This natural growth gener- 
ally reduces erosion, but represents 
something of a landscape problem. 
First, it is best to leave the growth 


rather than to attempt to remove it 
and make a more gradual slope. My 


suggestion is usually to retain all the 
trees possible that have size and are 
attractive and cut vistas in to de- 
velop the best water views. In cut- 
ting out this growth, it is desirable 
to cut the trees and other plants 
down to the stump below the level 
of the top of the bank, leaving the 
roots in, even though they may live 
and sucker. Removing stumps im- 
mediately starts erosion. Shrubby 
growth is cut in the same way. 


Shore Line Trees. 


In this section of Maryland the 
trees usually found growing on the 
banks are black locust, hackberry, 
red oak, loblolly pine and cedar. The 
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black locust makes an ideal tree for 
this purpose because of its root suc\- 
ers. A bank of this nature with rela- 
tively rough growth can hardly he 
planted in grass, so that a vine cover 
is best. The best vine, of course, is 
the common honeysuckle, which be- 
cause of its vigor can establish itself 
in such unfavorable places. Honey- 
suckle has the bad habit of becoming 
rampant and climbing over trecs, 
shrubs, etc. The proper treatment is 
to sickle it back once a year, to pre- 
vent it from climbing or mounding 
over itself. The lawn mower will 
keep it from encroaching upon the 
lawn. 

Other vines and ground covers 
have been used with varying success, 
English ivy is all right on the upper 
part of the banks, but will not grow 
well too near the water. Periwinkle 
is not successful. The trailing roses 
are only fair for this kind of plant- 
ing. When they do grow well, they 
make too much tangle, and in other 
places they do not take hold. Euony-

Growing Conditions. 


The moisture of the base of the 
bank, the poor soil and the saline 
content of the water limit consider- 
ably the type of plants that can be 
grown. The plants that will survive 
include tamarix, water myrtle or 
baccharis, some willows, marsh mal- 
low and sometimes privet. One of 
the aggravations of planting is that 
other types of plants are often found 
near the water’s edge where they 
have grown from seeds, yet the same 
type stubbornly resists transplanting 
to such positions in nursery sizes. We 
have tried such plants as bald cy- 
press, cedar gum, willows and swamp 
maples. 

These shore line banks, represent- 
ing a problem as they do, are at the 
same time one of the most attractive 
features of a water-front property.

remarked, “Your business is no long- 
er a luxury one; it is just as necessary) 
as any other business with the excep- 
tion of the food, clothing and shelter 
group.” We were talking about the 
ornamental end of the business.

All of us know that properly locat- 
ed trees will keep the home cooler, 
but in this article, different heights, 
different angles of shade and differ- 
ent amounts of shade were tried. Thx 
results are all carefully spelled out in 
temperatures on the roof and inside 
the house and at different times of 
the day. Just as solemnly the results 
of the test show that shade material- 


ly reduces the temperature in a 
home. 
There are a number of ways 


people and businesses interest them- 
selves in our profession, and maybe 
we could encourage more of it and 
take better advantage of it. Com- 
panies are already using beautiful 
show gardens to implement their ad- 
vertising. Other firms send _ thei 
friends and customers cut holly for 
Christmas. I should think that her 
is an opportunity for a good sales- 
man to encourage the use of othe: 
plants as Christmas presents. 

It is always refreshing to get other 
viewpoints about one’s own business 
because the outsider is not bothered 
with preconceived ideas.

adds another pastel note to the color 
scheme. 

The check-out counter is placed 
so that it may be used for the out- 
door display area as well as the in- 
door area. An adjustable window, 
placed in the outside wall, can be 
raised so that transactions can go 
on from the outside with a minimum 
of delay. 

The outdoor display area is 
reached by covered walks which al- 
low customers to shop during incle- 
ment weather. Plants are displayed 
in attractive raised beds. A display 
garden with several thousand im- 
ported Holland tulip bulbs provides 
a riot of color in the early weeks of 
spring.

Firm Established in 1916 


The Natorp Co. was incorporated 
in 1916, with William A. Nortorp as 
president, which position he. still 
holds. The first office of the Natorp 
Co. was opened on Moorman ave- 
nue, in Walnut Hills, and the com- 
pany concentrated its efforts on 
landscape work. After a few years 
Mr. Natorp realized that to do quali- 
ty landscape work required a large 
supply of fine plant material, and the 
tract of land on Reading road was 
purchased to propagate and grow 
plants. 

Known as nursery No, 1, this tract 
consists of eight acres and is the lo- 
cation of the main executive and ad- 
ministration offices, the landscape 
headquarters and one of the two new 
garden stores.

ed in 1947-48) and the display rose 
garden. 

Nursery No. 3, at a corner of Gal- 
braith and Kenwood roads, is chief, 
used for the growing of shade trees 
and larger-size plants for landscape 
use. It was purchased in 1928 and 
is 40 acres in size. 


Other Additions 


Nursery No. 4, on Hunt road, in 
Blue Ash, and No. 5, the property on 
Mason road, are now the main grow- 
ing grounds of the company and con- 
tain a large and complete assortment 
of evergreens, broad-leaved plants, 
flowering trees and shrubs. The Hunt 
road nursery was purchased in 1944 
and is 80 acres in extent, while the 
Mason road property is 120 acres 
in size and was bought in 1945. 

Property No. 6 consists of two 
acres at a corner of Mason road and 
Montgomery road and at present 
contains a large billboard which 
gives directions to nursery No. 5. 
This sign is surrounded by attractive 
plantings and has become a land- 
mark. 

In 1954, Mr. Natorp purchased 
nursery No. 7, which is 20 acres in 
extent. This is the site of one of the 
new garden stores. The land beyond 
the garden store frontage is being 
tiled and prepared for growing nurs- 
ery stock. 

The company now operates six 
nurseries; a wholesale department, 
which makes shipments throughout 
the middlewest; a large landscape 
department, which does work 
throughout Hamilton county, north- 
ern Kentucky, eastern Indiana, 
Hamilton and Middletown, O., and 
three retail sales grounds. 

The original Natorp garden store 
was the first of its kind to be erect- 
ed in that part of the country. Aftet 
extensive travel throughout Califor- 
nia and the east coast, Mr. Natorp 
built the present structure to pioneer 
retail garden supply centers in the 
area. The garden store was opened 
in 1947 under the management of 
Merten Natorp and is now managed 


by Evan Lutt. 
Display Gardens 


State-wide attention has been at- 
tracted by the display garden, lo- 
cated near the garden store, when at 
the height of its blooming season, 
hundreds of gorgeous roses in full 
bloom are viewed daily.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 





Small Woodruffs 


A wistful letter from a beginner in 
alpine culture, asking about Asperula 
arcadiensis, which he has read about 
in a European periodical, prompts 
this note. Although the one he in- 
quires about is no doubt far off in 
his dreams, perhaps never to be 
realized, there are a few other small 
ones of not a little merit which he 
and others can locate and can also 
grow, once the species has been 
found. But first let me discuss the 
one in which my correspondent ex- 
pressed an interest. 

I shall have to rely upon hearsay 
regarding A. arcadiensis, because I 
never have seen the plant and long 
ago gave up searching for the seeds. 
I do not now remember where the 
information came from, though I 
distinctly remember that I read or 
heard somewhere that the plant sel- 
dom, perhaps never, sets seeds under 
cultivation and that it is most dif- 
ficult to propagate vegetatively. In 
addition, its furry tuft indicates that 
it would be extremely difficult to 
keep over winter in a northern cli- 
mate, and its home in Greece sug- 
gests tenderness to cold. With those 
facts in mind, the experienced plant 
grower is not likely to be enthusi- 
astic about this particular woodruff. 
But several other small ones in the 
clan are not only fairly easy to man- 
age in a northern climate but also 
may be found, in seeds at least, and 
are worth searching for. 

Not for us of the north is the 
Spaniard, A. hirta, a lovely little 
mat maker of narrow, smooth, dark 
ereen leaves almost hidden under a 
carpet of deep pink stars in spring, on 
stems not much exceeding four inch- 
es. Where hardy, it should be no 
trouble at all in light, well-drained 
soil, provided it is not allowed to dry 
out in the heat of summer. But the 
lovely little A. nitida, from high 
places in Greece and Asia Minor, 
can be enjoyed in northern areas if 
the grower will search it out and see 
that it does not dry out in summer. 
Every time I have had it, it was 
eventually lost when I forgot it in 
dry weather. It, too, makes a dark 
green mat of hairless, tiny leaves, 
looking altogether like a sheet of 
moss until it breaks out in a rash of 
pretty, little pale pink tubes in May, 
lasting well into July if the weather 
is good. From my experience, I 


should expect it to do best in a 
northern climate if given some shade 
during the heat of the day, because 
it grew best at the base of a north- 
east wall, where it had no sun at all 
after noon. Several other small as- 
perulas, not even mentioned in gen- 
eral garden literature, follow the pat- 
tern of hirta and nitida. If one is 
interested in such matters, he would 
do weil to pick the plants up when 
offered, for he is likely to be pleas- 
antly surprised, as I have been in the 
past by unnamed species from Euro- 
pean and Asiatic botanic gardens. 
That leaves for the present ac- 
count mention of another dream, A. 
suberosa. So far as the dream goes, 
it is like A. arcadiensis, in that one 
seldom gets the true thing, and after 


one does get it the task of keeping 
it is almost as difficult as it is said to 
be with the other. In fact, one can 
always expect to have cultural 
troubles with “a densely hoary fluffet 
of gray velvet,” and he will not be 
disappointed in this case in a north- 
ern climate. If successful with it, 
one will have the entrancing picture 
of a bright pink cover held close to 
a pretty gray cushion. 

Propagation of the two kinds of 
most value to growers in this country, 

hirta and nitida, is probably 
best accomplished by gentle division. 
That is best done in early spring, I 
think, especially in the case of A. 
nitida, by gently easing off single 
stems with a few roots attached. The 
divisions should be potted immedi-

northwest). The true plant may be 
described as a compact tuft of silvery 
leaves, from which spring 8-inch 
stems bearing large, fully double, soft 
pink, intensely and pleasingly fra- 
grant flowers through most of the 
summer. 

Add to all these good traits the 
fact that it is not a “buster,” and you 
have a near-perfect pink. During 
the three years that it was in my 
trials, I never saw a split calyx, and 
correspondents tell me the same 
pleasant story. Another part of its 
pleasant story is its remarkable free- 
dom from leaf maladies which mat 
so many pink hybrids. As it grows 
readily from cuttings (from layers, 
too, it is said), Inchmery should be 
good property in the hands of the 
neighborhood grower. 


Ephedras 


This genus, made up of 30 or more 
species, mostly from the warmer sec- 
tions of the world, somewhat re- 
sembles the more familiar horsetails 
(equisetum), with dioecious flowers 
in small catkins. Their main cultur- 
al need is for full sunshine, the hot- 
ter the better. Sunshine and poor, 
dry soil suit them exactly. And if 
they are hardy enough for the cli- 
mate (something that never has hap- 
pened in my trials), they will adorn 
such difficult situations with no little 
grace. They are not difficult to grow 
from seeds and from suckers, which 
are produced quite freely. 

The hardiest one that was in my 
trials was E. helvetica, which I had 
in seeds from a Soviet botanic gar- 
den without word of where it comes 
from. It lasted three or four years 
without impressing me much as an 
ornament. It grew about 10 inches 
tall, with typical scalelike leaves, 
but did not bloom, according to my 
notes. The southern European, E. 
distachya, growing a foot or more 
high, is not to be depended upon in 
the climate of northern Michigan, 
though notes reveal that it lasted 
four years on one occasion. Its red 
fruits made it a pleasant little shrub 
for the driest spot in the garden. The 
hot deserts of the southwest and 
Mexico have a number of kinds, of 
which E. nevadensis is an example. 
It lasted in my planting three years, 
growing two feet tall (it is said to 
grow to three feet in southern Cali- 
fornia), and produced fruits in its 
last season. These were not so showy 
as some others that fruited here. E. 
nevadensis has a reputation among 
the Indians and Mexicans as a medic- 
inal plant and on that score alone 
deserves some attention.

‘desert rat’ knows canutillo, though 
he may call it Chihuahua grass, o1 
desert tea, or half a dozen other 
things. Botanists will have it that 
ephedra is its only proper name. It 
is a leafless mass of green stalks, 
somewhat resembling equisetum or 
horsetail, and in its season bears 
queer little brown cones containing 
black seeds of unbelievable bitter- 
ness. In the natural life of the desert 
Indian a decoction made of the green 
or dried stalks was a sovereign tonic, 
and it is still in such use by redman 
and white.” 


Pimpernels 


The pimpernel known to botanists 
as Anagallis linifolia can only be en- 
joyed in this country, outside the 
south and warmer parts of the south- 
west and California, when used as an 
annual or a tender perennial. As an- 
nuals, the plants have to be started 
early to produce flowers during late 
summer and autumn (they do stand 
a few degrees of frost). To grow 
them as perennials, it is best in most 
cases to take cuttings in late summer 
and winter the rooted pieces in a pit, 
protected frame or cool house. The 
reward for the latter is production 
of blooms all summer long.

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and perhaps among botanists, for 
one sees a different combination of 
names every time one looks the plant 
up. What one has to do is to look 
in the seed lists for a form producing 
deep, gentian-blue flowers and an- 
other with red ones. They may ap- 
pear under any of a half-dozen dif- 
ferent names. If seeds are planted 
early or the plants are handled as 
perennials, one should have an 
abundance of flowers from June until 
frost. They are trailing plants, each 
one covering a couple of square feet 
by fall, with stems about six inches 
high. The books generally recom- 
mend planting them in light soil in 
full sun, but the recommendation 
must be based on the moist climate of 
Great Britain, for I found that they 
had to have considerable moisture if 
they were to perform well for me, 
though full sun seemed to be needed. 


Aster Pappei 


While on the subject of tender 
perennials, we might as well dispose 
of the aster which heads this note, 
though my knowledge of the plant, 
except that it blooms a long time 
and is tender in a northern climate, 
is limited. In fact, I have no idea 
where it came from or if the name is 
a valid one. I do know, however, 
that, handled as recommended for 
anagallis in a perennial form, it will 
produce an abundance of lovely blue 
(really blue) flowers from June into 
September. I had word last year from 
a Louisiana friend that it bloomed 
in his garden from May until Oc- 
tober. And that would be a gratify- 
ing performance. It did well here in 
northern Michigan in ordinary bor- 
der soil, attaining a height of a foot 
or so, with an occasional watering in 
dry weather. It should make a splen- 
did garden flower where hardy. 


Laced Pinks 


It might be well to call attention to 
the laced pinks, now coming into 
prominence after being in eclipse for 
a century or more. In fact, it was 
quite impossible until recently to find 
any laced kinds anywhere. Now 
there is a strain available in seeds 
which gives a fair proportion of laced 
flowers, about 50 per cent in my 
trials, as I remember it, and a named 
form or two are available in plants. 
The plants that I grew from seeds 
had good foliage and some bloomed 
nearly all summer. Some good things 
should come out of a packet of seeds. 


Phlox Divaricata 
Judging from a series of new Phlox 
divaricata varieties which I had un- 
der test last year, things are hap- 
pening in that quarter, too. Not only

Veronica Spicata 


It has come to the point where I 
wonder if anyone knows what Ve- 
ronica spicata really is. I have long 
realized that I do not know my 
veronicas at all, and now I am more 
confused than ever. There is so much 
spurious material in the trade under 
that name material ranging all 
the way from what I take to be poor 
forms of V. martima and V. chamae- 
drys to plants of undetermined ori- 
gin, perhaps garden hybrids, some 
carrying a strain of the woody speed- 
well, V. incana—that anyone except 
a trained specialist is justified in his 
confusion. If one compares the des- 
cription of V. spicata, in “Hortus,” 
“to one and one-half feet,” with the 
plant that passes for V. spicata 
among the better informed Euro- 
pean students of the genus, one can- 
not clear up the matter either. I 
find the following quotation among 
my notes, reputedly from Sir Arthur 
Hort (origin not shown): “Making a 
small selection and taking the herba- 
ceous sorts first, we may begin with 
the smallest, V. spicata. This bright 
little plant, not six inches high, is 
well adapted to the front of the bor- 
der; it is a native of our own chalk 
hills and mountain limestone.” And 
again: “By some misadventure the 
name spicata is commonly misap- 
plied to a group of taller veronicas. 
And the mistake has so taken root 
that one sees the genuine ‘spiked 
speedwell’ quoted as spicata nana; 
it is dwarf enough already without 
this extra certificate of dwarfness.” 
So much for the name; let me now 
write a few lines on three modern 
speedwells which have recently come 
on the market as forms of V. spicata. 

Perhaps because its silvery aspect 
suggests to me a relationship with V. 
incana, the new variety Minuet has 
most appeal to me. Of course its 
pretty, gray bushes of 15-inch stature 
and long spikes of lovely, silvery-pink 
flowers during July and August 
would no doubt make the plant ap- 
peal to most gardeners for its garden 
value alone. Of a deeper pink color, 
though still below the rose-pink class,

California Directors 
At Midyear Meeting 


Anticipated revenue increases dur- 
ing the next fiscal vear gave the 
directors of the California <Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen assurance to 
allocate additional funds to the schol- 
arship and education program and 
other projects during the midyear 
meeting of the board of directors, 
held at Fresno, Calif., March 21 
Although the association is at the 
point where it will break even on 
income and disbursements, a check 
of past records indicated that the 
steady increase in revenues in recent 
years would permit the expansion of 
desirable programs. 

The problem of added income was 
once again a prime subject for dis- 
cussion. Inducing the members to 
contribute just dues payments was 
preferable, in the opinion of | th 
majority, to increasing the minimum 
dues 

During the day-long session in the 
Yosemite room of the Hacienda mo- 
tel, the directors also discussed and 
approved the budget for the 1956- 
57 fiscal year, rehired Executive Sec- 
retary Elmer J. Merz for another 
term in office, studied committee re- 
ports and acted upon proposals sub- 
mitted by the individual chapters 
for consideration. 

In the evening, the delegates and 
officers of the C. A. N. attended a 
dinner meeting of the San Joaquin 
chapter, scheduled to coincide with

Treasurer's Report 


In his opening remarks, President 
Perry thanked the officers, direc- 
tors and committee chairmen fon 
their work and cooperation during 
the months since the Yosemite con- 
vention. Treasurer Fick reported in- 
come of $39,000 during the past 
fiscal year and expenditures of slight- 
ly over $38,000. The budget for 1956- 
37 was submitted for approval during 
the afternoon session. A reserve of 
$18,227, consisting of cash and 
government bonds, is maintained in 
a bank account, Mr. Fick said. 

Many proposals and recommenda- 
tions offered by individual chapters 
were discussed throughout the day. 
Receiving approval were the follow- 
ing items: A request that the C. A. N. 
take action to require state nurs- 
eries to discontinue public sale of 
plant material: all correspondence on 
business matters from chapters be 
directed to the executive secretary, 
with copies to the state president; 
a list of paid-up regular members be 
sent to chapters prior to the biannual 
directors’ meetings in order to de- 
termine correctly each chapter’s vot- 
ing privileges; action by Congress to 
declare the rose the national flower, 
and the nomination of H. M. Butter- 
field, retired University of California 
research professor in horticulture, 
for honorary membership.

state forest service. 

Films of the 1954 hurricane dam- 
age and of tree planting and pruning 
with regard to interference with tele- 
phone wires were also shown at th 
meeting. Association members dis- 
cussed legislation for incorporating 
“tree removal” in the present tre 
surgery laws and urged that. th 
public ask to verify a hired tree 
worker’s license and to be sure th 
worker has proof of insurance. 

The arborists cited the 23 years 
work of Dr. H. B. Peirson, state er- 
tomologist, who was unable to attend 
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the meeting because of illness. His 
assistant, Mr. Nash, accepted for him 
the association’s gift of a flash camera 
and attachments. 


VIRGINIA TAX CHANGE 

Two amendments to the tax code 
of Virginia that were sponsored by 
Virginia nurserymen through their 
state association and have been 
signed into law by the governor 
were described as follows in a re- 
cent issue of the American Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen’s legislative 
report: 

(1) Tax commissioner has con- 
sistently held for many years that 
nurserymen were not farmers and 
therefore were subject to the state’s 
‘capital’ tax, a tax levied against 
equipment and property used in the 
production of goods. Exempt is the 
‘business of farming.’ The amend- 
ment sponsored by the Virginia 
Nurserymen’s Association defines 
‘farming’ to include the ‘propagating 
and growing and the selling and 
planting, as an incident to the sale, 
of evergreens, shade trees, shrubs 
and all other nursery products, orna- 
mental and otherwise, grown by the 
seller.’ 

“(2) The city of Richmond has 
had a local business license tax levied 
for the privilege of doing business. 
‘Farm or domestic products’ were ex- 
empt. The tax has been levied on 
nurserymen from outside the city 
limits who were engaged in land- 
scape work in the city. The amend- 
ment to the state tax code now pro- 
hibits any city or town from im- 
posing such tax ‘for selling farm or 
domestic products or nursery prod- 
ucts, ornamental or otherwise, or for 
the planting of nursery products, as 
an incident to the sale thereof.’ (Italic 
words new.) These two amendments 
will solve two tax problems in the 
state of Virginia that have long been 
costly and irritating. They also again 
further solidify our standing as ‘agri- 
culturists’ and our products as ‘agri- 
cultural commodities.’ ”

one. 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden 


Dr. George S. Avery, Jr., director 
of the garden, explained that the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden is one of 
four departments comprising the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sci- 
ences. The garden’s work is chiefly 
horticulture and centers around four 
major subjects: The outdoor garden. 
the library, an educational program 
and research projects. 

The outdoor garden, Dr. Avery 
said, is 50 acres in size and is owned 
by the city of New York on land 
valued at $10,000,000. The area is 
composed of many smaller gardens 
having about 10,000 different plant 
spec ies and varieties. 

There are five classrooms and 30 
courses of study for adults in carry- 
ing out the garden’s educational pro- 
gram. A gardening program is car- 
ried out with school children, in- 
cluding leisure-time projects on Sat- 


urdays and a children’s garden in 
the summer. 

The garden is justifiably proud of 
its outstanding library, which con- 
tains 50,000 volumes dealing with 
every phase of horticulture and 
botany. 


Holly in Landscape Work 


The Friday morning session ended 
with an illustrated talk on the uses 
of hollies in small garden designs, by 
Mrs. Alice R. Ireys, landscape archi- 
tect and instructor at the garden. 
Twenty years ago, Mrs. Ireys ob- 
served, the hollies were little used in 
landscaping. As the various species 
and their varieties became better 
known and their qualities and virtues 
were understood and as the plants 
became more generally available. 
more use has been made of them by 


landscape architects and garden 
planters. 
With colored slides and actual 


landscape plans, Mrs. Ireys showed 
how she used the hollies as speci- 
mens and for hedges, backgrounds 
and foundations. Of unusual interest 
was her use of espaliered Ilex crenata 
to break the monotony of walls and 
the sides of buildings. 

Mrs. Ireys used considerable num- 
bers of Ilex glabra and remarked 
that this plant was employed often 
in the old days before I. crenata was 
available and where the use of box 
would be prohibitively expensive. 

She reported that she found Ilex 
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opaca and crenata growing well on 
the north side of a building at Al- 
banyv, N. Y. This should give an in- 
teresting insight as to the hardiness 
of these two species. 

The morning program ended with 
a box luncheon. Librarian William 
E. Jordan had an interesting display 
of old and recent books and _ peri- 
odicals relating to holly. In the lower 
lobby, Mrs. F. Leighton Meserve 
and Mrs. A. B. Thacher had a dupli- 
cate exhibit of their award-winning 
display of hollies at the 1956 Inter- 
national flower show at New York 
city. 

Embryo Culture of Holly 


Dr, Peter K. Nelson, Brooklyn Bo- 
tanic Garden, discussed the research 
work of the institution, with partic- 
ular emphasis on the study of dor- 
mancy of holly seeds. Normally, he 
declared, holly seeds require two o1 
three vears for germination. In the 
case of hybridization, where a speed- 


up in germination is necessary to 
determine the effectiveness of the 
crossing, techniques that would 


break the dormancy period for holly 
seeds would be highly useful. Neither 
cold nor heat treatment has been 
found beneficial in breaking dor- 
mancy in holly seeds, Dr. Nelson de- 
clared. 

There are several causes for dor- 
mancy in seeds. One of the common- 
est is an extremely hard seed coat. 
Treatments with boiling water or 
sulphuric acid and filing or chipping 
the seed coat are common efforts in 
cases of this kind. 

Another cause is the presence of 
a growth-inhibiting substance in the 
stored food of the seed itself, which 
retards the growth of the embryo. 

A third cause is a lack of food 
storage in sufficient quantities to 
support the growth of the embryo 
or conditions where the stored food 
fails to develop. Still another fault 
lies in the embryo itself, which may 
be incompatible with the mother 
tissue. 

Whatever factors are responsible 
for the dormancy of seeds should be 
discovered and corrected. While the 
hard seed coat in hollies had been 
suspected, Dr. Nelson observed, yet 
water and bacteria have been found 
to pass through the seed coat readily. 
The presence of these bacteria were 
not harmful and may have been 
beneficial to the holly. 

The minute embryos of the holly 
seeds were extracted and placed in 
sterile test tubes containing suitable 
food materials. Various substances 
were fed the seedlings, to test their 
effects on the plants’ growth. From 
these experiments it is possible to 
figure out how to speed up the ger- 
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mination of the holly seeds, Dr. Nel- 
son stated. 

Within a week’s time the extracted 
embryo will begin to grow: in a 
month, the leaf tips will show green. 
Embryos extracted from seeds as 
early as August 7, when the berries 
were still green, germinated unde 
this type of culture. July 10 was 
found to be too early. These studies 
indicate that it is possible to get a 
small plant growing quickly for ex- 
perimental purposes; this is an es- 
pecially valuable accomplishment 
when hybridizing. 

The Brooklyn Botanic Garden is 
trying all types of food materials, in- 
cluding vitamins and sugar, as test 
tube mediums. Considerable experi- 
menting is needed to discover the 
medium for optimum growth. 

Tests indicated nothing in the seed 
coat or embryo itself which delayed 
holly seed germination: suspicion, 
therefore, pointed to the endosperm, 
or stored food supply. Water extracts 
of holly endosperm seriously inhi- 
bited the germination of radish seeds 
and tests indicate that there is an 
inhibiting substance in the _ holly 
endosperm which may be responsible 
for holly dormancy. 

There may be a period, Dr. Nelson 
suspects, when an embryo may be 
fully ripe, developed and capable ot 
germination before whatever is re- 
sponsible for dormancy becomes cf- 
fective. 


Holly Hybridization 


Mrs. Evamaria Sperber, research 
fellow, Brooklyn Botanic Garden, 
discussed the phases of her work in 
breeding woody plants and flower- 
ing trees and shrubs. New varieties 
of plants, she stated, may represent 
selections from plants in the wild or 
in cultivation, may be the results of 
treatments with X-rays or colchi- 
cine or may be the results of hy- 
bridization. Of these methods, that 
of hybridizing is the most important 
in obtaining new plant forms. It 
may, however, often be necessary to 
backcross in order to get the de- 
sired results. 

With the hollies, the most im- 
portant objectives of hybridizing are 
hardiness; good crops of brilliant 
berries; glossy, attractive foliage; 
quicker growth, and that dream 
of every holly grower plants with 
sexually perfect flowers. A long time 
is involved in crossing hollies since 
the plants must be grown to sexual 
maturity. 

Mrs. Sperber has found that or- 
dinary brown paper bags work most 
satisfactorily for bagging holly flow- 
ers. After about 14 days the bags 
may be removed. Just prior to the

Bonsai Plants 
An interesting feature of the aft- 
ernoon program was a discussion 


and demonstration of the philosophy 
and art of Japanese bonsai, or 
dwarf plants, by Dr. George S. Av- 
ery, Jr., and Frank M. Okamura, 
Japanese gardener for the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden. 

Dr. Avery stated that 
plants have been his hobby for many 
years. He had on display a magnifi- 


bonsai 


cent bonsai oak, in full leaf and 
flower, about two feet high. The 
tree, he declared, was 125 years old 
and, in nature, would have been 
over 100 feet tall. 


Dr. Avery stated that Ilex crenata 
lends itself exceptionally well to 
dwarfing. In proof of this he dis- 
played several Japanese hollies from 
2 years of age and up, in various 
stages of training. 

Special pots and containers are 
required for growing bonsai plants 
Two drainage holes are provided, 
even in containers the size of a thim- 
ble. The outside of the container is 
always glazed, the inside, never. 

Mr. Okamura demonstrated the 
technique involved in developing a 
bonsai tree. He wound stiff copper 
branch, starting at 


wire about a 
the bottom and working his wav 
to the end. After the branch was 


wired, he gradually and carefully 
twisted and bent the branch, manip- 
ulating the wire as he worked. He 
continued this until the branch as- 
sumed the desired shape. Experience 
is needed, he cautioned, to know 
just how much pressure can be used 
and where it must be applied with- 
out breaking the plant. One needs, 
too, a conception of the ultimate ap- 
pearance and form of the tree. This 
is an art that must be developed 
Bonsai plants are maintained by 
branch pruning, pinching back and 


root pruning. Good drainage, water- 
ing and fertilizing are necessary. 
Sometimes the roots of the bonsal 


plants are pulled up and exposed 
on the surface to create a more 
rugged, picturesque effect. 

Holly Registration 


Dr. William E. Snyder, head of 
the department of ornamental horti- 


culture, Rutgers University, discus- 
sed the functions of the society's 
newly formed committee on holly 


registration. This committee consists 
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of Dr. Henry ‘T. Skinner, director, 
National Arboretum, Washington 
25, D.C.; Dr. John C. Wister, Arthu 
Hoyt Scott Horticultural Founda- 
tion, Swarthmore College, Swarth- 
more, Pa.; Prof. Robert B. Clark. 
Rutgers University, and Dr. Snvder. 
The society, Dr. Snyder recalled, 
has agreed to assume the responsi- 
bility of acting as the agency for 
registering the horticultural names 
of all the hollies according to the 
standards of the international code 
of botanical nomenclature. 

The aim of the code, Dr. Snydet 
explained, is to promote, with a min- 
imum disturbance of existing names. 
uniformity, accuracy and fixity in 
the use of names. The work of the 
society and this committee, Dr. Sny- 
der continued, will be to compile, 
maintain and publish a list of names 
of holly cultivars. Supplements must 
be added as circumstances require. 

Names must be registered to con- 
form with the rules and recommen- 
dations of the international code. A 
registration fee should be required. 
The holly society should endeavor 
to get raisers, introducers and others 
concerned with the distribution of 
holly plants to submit all new names 
to the society as the registration 
authority and be that these 
names conform strictly to the rules 
of the code.

The meeting ended with an illus- 
trated talk on the mineral elements 
in the soil and their role in plant 
growth, by Prof. William Hanna, 
soils department, Rutgers University. 
Of the 15 elements essential for the 
growth of the higher green plants, 
nitrogen, in Professor Hanna’s opin- 
ion, probably has more effect on the 
quality of holly foliage than any 
other single element. 

To get top quality in holly it is 
necessary to fertilize the plants. This 
was superbly illustrated by results 
observed at the holly orchards of the 
New Jersey Silica Sand Co., Mill- 
ville, N. J.
